Greeks at King’s Palace Demanding War 


LONDON PAPER PRINTS REPORT 


Daily Telegraph Declares That Cession 


W ill 
Be Made as Soon as Greece 


Signifies Her Willingness to Cast 


Her Lot W ith the Entente Powers. 


I .onlion, Oct. 21.—Great Britain has 
made a formal ofter of the island of 
Cyprus to Greece as soon as Greece 
undertakes to intervene in the war on 
the side of tile allies. 
The Daily Tele­ 
graph makes this announcement. 
' Thus far." says the Daily Tele­ 
graph, “ Greece has not replied to tile 
offer of Cyprus. 
Our Athens corre­ 
spondent informs us that it is believ­ 
ed the offer will create an excellent 
impression in Greece, since it is an 
actual present concession and not a 
mere promise, which Germany might 
suggest and would never be carried 
out.” 
Tile 
Daily 
Telegraph, in an 
edi­ 
torial asserts that its report is based 
on good authority. . The newspaper 
points out that the offer differs from 
the German ofter to Greece, inasmuch 
as it is not contingent upon the final 
triumph 
of the 
triple 
entente, but 
would take effect as soon as Greece 
performed her part in the suggested 
agreement. 
“ The sooner we all recognize that 
pure!) 
chivalrous 
motives are 
not 
prominent in the Balkan politics of 
today, 
the better," the Daily 
Tele­ 
graph adds. 
"The cession of Cyprus to the state 
to which most of Its inhabitants are 
related by race and history clearly in­ 
volves no departure from the prin­ 
ciples upon which we have taken our 
stand from the beginning and It comes 
with especial happy effect from the 
power to which Greece owe* her pos­ 
session of the Ionian islands.” 
Cyprus is the third largest island in 
the Mediterranean, sixty miles from 
the coast of Asia Minor. 
It was ad­ 
ministered until Nov. 5, 1914, by Great 
Britain under a convention concluded 
with the sultan of Turkey at Constan­ 
tinople in 1878, but on the outbreak 
of hostilities with Turkey, on the for 
mer date, the 
island was annexc-d 
The high commissioner, Major Sir J. 
Iv. Clausen, is assisted by an execu­ 
tive council. 
Cyprus has an area of 3,584 square 
miles and a population of nearly SOO,- 
OOO.

There is still some doubt as to 
whether they have cut the railway 
near Vranya. the Servian government 
denying the report that they have 
done so, while other accounts say 
that the Bulgarians reached the city 
but were driven back.

In her fight for emancipation, the 
Engllsh-woman has established her 
right and ability to hold the rear 
platform. 
Serious 
consideration is 
even being given to ceding her the 
front platform. 
Motor-women seems 
a question of but a few months. 


Since the beginning of war, women 
have been employed as conductors in 
Germany. France. Italy and England. 
Nearly 2,000 now have permanent 
positions. 
Another 15,000 have a p ­ 
plications on file. 
From these every 
vacancy is being filled in preference 
to men. 
The crowning culmination 
came 
when the seal of official approval was 
placed upon her employment by the 
Municipal Tramways association of 
the United Kingdom, in annual con­ 
ference. 
Then* was not a single pro-; 
test against 
her 
employment 
and 
when the proposal of "motor-women” 
was made cries of "W hy Not?” rang 
from all parts of the room. 


The assembly found that woman 
trolley car conductors brought cer­ 
tain problems and these were d is­ 
cussed. 
The delegates from Glasgow , when* 
nearly 1.990 women are employed, 
stated it was feared the skirts of the 
conductors would prove an Impedi­ 
ment in winter in running up and 
down stairs on the double-deckers. 
The Glasgow corporation proposes 
to remedy this by 
furnishing 
the 
women conductors with gaiters. 
Glasgow has been so won to the 
woman conductor idea that a perman­ 
ent school of instruction has been 
opened. 
A tlcket-inspector is the 
teacher. 
Each pupil is put through the pro­ 
cess of inquiring the destination, is­ 
suing and punching tickets, and call­ 
ing stations until she is letter per­ 
fect in her route. 
One of the few complaints regis­ 
tered against the women was their 
lack of appreciation of the value of 
time. 
They find It difficult to real­ 
ize that the matter of being a few 
moments late in signing on or In 
taking up a relief is serious. 
The 
companies are trying 
to 
overcome 
this difficulty through inspectors. 
One of the most frequent causes 
for this delay It was reported was 
that "a woman conductor hail some­ 
thing to say to another woman and 
would not go on duty till she finish­ 
ed It.” 
At the Glasgow school, while one 
woman is being put through her rec­ 
itation the others listen. 
This a c ­ 
quaints them with all routes In the 
city. 
It was agreed that women between 
24 and 35 make the hest conductors. 
Their influence has been all for the 
hest. 
Even on the ” rough**st and 
toughest” routes they can control ob­ 
streperous passengers 
better 
than 
the men conductors. 
So successful has been their work, 
that the congress decided to ask the 
county council of London to remove 
its ban against their employment. 
London is the one city in the British 
Isles that so far has held out against 
them.

Urged that Everything Possible be 
Done to Improve Deplorable 
Condition of Streets 


BOND 
ISSUE 
IS 
FAVOKED 


Another Says Let Streets as They are. 
Business Men Threw Away 
$21,000 Last Spring 


The postal card canvass which is 
being made by the Streets and Boule- 
avrd Committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce to learn the sentiment 
whether in favor of a bond issue with 
which to pave street crossings in­ 
tersecting blocks against which levy 
has been made, or whether in favor 
of an additional tax levy has resulted 
in a wide variance of opinions being 
expressed. 
The committee B*nt out 
over 400 postals to members and vot­ 
ers in the city with a request that 
they be returned promptly. 
Each 
mail sees a return of the cards and it 
is planned by the committee to re­ 
port at the next meeting of the Cham­ 
ber which is to be held on Wednes­ 
day, October 27th. and upon action 
by the organization present the re­ 
sults of the canvass to the city coun­ 
cil with a request that immediate 
tion be taken. 
Those having fu id 
to return the postals are requestt 1 to 
do so at once which will greatly facil­ 
itate the efforts of the commit *e 
when presenting the facts to the 
council.. 


The opinion expressed by the ma­ 
jority favors the issuance of bonds 
together with an amendment of the 
city charter for an increase in the 
tax levy. 
Others do not favor either 
while some are satisfl' d to allow the 
streets to remain in the present con­ 
dition. 
The following are a few of the 
opinions expressed as copied from 
eht cards: 
“ I am in favor of public improve­ 
ments, especially street improvements 
AVe can better afford increased taxes 
than have the name of a ‘Has Been’ 
town.” 
"I ani in favor of putting Brainerd 
streets in a passable condition at any 
cost.” 
“I am in favor of doing anything 
to improve the deplorable condition 
of our streets. 
‘A city is known by 
its streets’.” 
“ I am in favor of a bond issue pro­ 
viding assurance is given that an a t ­ 


tempt will be made to amend the 
Charter in order to increase the tax 
levy to take care of the interes’ on 
the bonds.’ 


“ I am most decidedly in favor of a 
bond issue. 
Its the only sane course 
open for the city to adopt under the 
circumstances. 
Should be done at 
earliest possible date.” 


‘‘I am in favor of bonding our city 
to improve our streets. 
Think our 
main streets are a disgrace to the 
city.” 


“I am in favor of shutting off the 
lights before election. 
Bonds will 
then carry without doubt.” 


“ I am in favor of the voters who 
put the city in its present difficulty 
paying the cost.” 


"I am in favor of postponing the 
matter until the financial conditions 
of the country are more settled. Oth­ 
er cities are in the same boat’ 


“ I am in favor of 
leaving the 
streets the way they are. 
The busi­ 
ness men threw away twenty-one 
thousand dollars last spring, so lets 
say nothing about it.” 


“ I am in favor of 
leaving 
the 
streets the way they are for the pres­ 
ent. 
Let the Council dispose of the 
up-to-date fire truck and use the mon­ 
ey to pave the streets.”

“ You mean you would like these 
mountains removed.”

The mountains, be It added, began 
moving today. 
It’s really a small matter. 
Moving 
a few’ mountains more or less is of 
slight concern to Goethals.

ping a hole In the fa c e of the earth 
and building a young sea to c o n n e c t 
a couple of others

may him. 
Why stop

mountains around? 
“ Construction days” are being re­ 
peated 
in Galliard 
Cut, 
formerly 
known as Gulebra Cut. 
A score of 
big dredges and steam shovels and 
an army of workmen are removing 
thousands of cubic yards 
of 
earth 
from the recent slides from Gold and 
Contractors’ Hills.

New York, Oct. 21— Mid many confusions and contradictions in 
the reports of the Serbian campaign it is not yet apparent that the 
Serbs are being beaten by the Austro-Germans-Bulgarians. 
Points 
here and there have fallen to the invaders, but the main defensive 
positions of the Serbian army have not been taken. 
A small part 
of the fringe of the little country bas passed Into the enemy’s 
hands. 
Outwardly the most Important, victory of the invaders is 
the capture of Vranja, whereby the railway between Salonika and 
Nish has been cut. 
But Vranja Is 150 miles north of Salonika 
and if the Anglo-French force going to the 
relief of the Serbs 
reaches as far Into Serbia as that the cutting of the railway will 
make very little difference. 
The Bulgarians will have to protect 
the country they have made by engaging the allies in battle. 
If 
the allies win in the field fighting the repairing of the railway will 
be but a minor difficulty. 
The Austro-Germans have abandoned two of their three Serb­ 
ian offensives, those over the Slave and Drina rivers and are con­ 
centrating in Northwestern Serbia, across the 
Danube. 
This 
change in the original plans is due to the pressing need for getting 
into Bulgaria as soon as possible and 
affecting 
a consolidation 
with the Bulgar armies. 
The necessity for making sure of the 
possession of the single trans-Buigarian railway lim- that runs into 
Turkey Is all Important for the Teutons. 
The 
advance 
of the 
Anglo-French troops into Bulgaria does not yet threaten this rail­ 
way but both sides are preparing for a race to dominate it. 
The Bulgarian movement in Macedonian Serbia is progressing 
more favorably than along any other part of the border. 
At one 
point toward Ishtip. an advance of about 50 miles has been made 
from the Bulgarian boundary. 
But this offensive cannot be a ser­ 
ious menace. 
If is open to a dangerous flank attack by the allies 
at Strumnltza. for which reason probably only 
a 
light, 
highly 
mobile force is penetrating along the Ishtlp line. 
From the stand­ 
point of tile main Interests at stake

Turks, the Balkan situation is for the moment more encouraging 
to the quadruple entente than to the Teutons.

Two Interned German Sea Raiders 


at Norfolk Navy Yard and Search 


Is Being Made for the Six Officers 


Who Broke Their Parole. 


Washington, Oct. 21.—Stato depart­ 
ment officials are considering the form 
of a communication which may go to 
the German government regarding tin 
escape of two commissioned offi< ors 
and six warrant officers from the in 
terned German commerce raiders at 
the Norfolk navy yard. 
Acting Secretary Roosevelt of the 
navy department sent to Secretary 
Lansing a formal report on the escape 
of the men, his letter following a con­ 
ference with the secretary of state. 
lf it is determined from the report 
that the general parole covering all 
officers and men of their crews, given 
by the commanders of the Kronpriw. 
Wilhelm and the Brin/. Eitel Fried 
rich when the ships were interned, 
can bi* construed an a personal obli­ 
gation upon the two commissioned 
officers missing from the Eitel, the 
German g o v e rn m e n t probably will be 
asked to return Lieutenant Koch am! 
Dr. Kroneck to the custody of the 
United States in the event they rout Ii 
German soil. 


May Use Detention Camp. 
In the mealtime strict guard is be­ 
ing maintained upon the two raiders 
and their ships' companies are being 
beld closely to their vessels.

camps ashore. 
No trace of the missing Germans 
has been reported.
